But we beg these persons to consider that naiads 
do not alter things, and that “an honest man” is 
as much “the noblesi work of God” under a tide 
of reproachful epithets, a» when in the full tide of 
popular favor — and I'm lire very reason that he is 
still i, an honest man.” Vet that even an honest 
man may imbibe erroneous sentiments, ami be led 
far from the path of truth into the mazes of error 
and falsehood is admitted, but the inquiry would 
then arise in the breasts of such as desired Ins res* 
loration , are obloquy and opprobrium the better 
arguments by which to reclaim him from his abber- 
j a lions ? If it it be any gratification to our oppo- 
nents to denominate us “steam doctors,” wp 
will cheerfully accept the title, provided they will 
in return, condescendingly stoop Irorn the lofty 
pinnacle of their scientific elevation, and show us 
either by. argument or deinonstralioi. that our 'po- 
sition” is false. Hut we wish to remind them at 
the start that neither ridicule, •or dogmatism will 
be admitted as proof in this matter. 

Having lived with physicians of some note to 
our 2 'id year, we acknowledge our predilections to 
ha ve been strong in favor of the heroic practice, 
and our prejudices great against the botanic. Long 
and severe was tiie struggle between education ami 
experienced truth . 

And even now could we be convinced that the 
thousand evils which, within lorty years past, have 
come under out owp observation, and which we 
believe to have been produced by the administra- 
tion of medical poisons, were the effects of some 
other cause, our mind would feel great relief I ruin j 
that conviction. It would also be a source of j 
much gratification, by relieving us from a conscien- j 
tious conviction of duty in our present pursuit of 
endeavoring to open the eyes of our fellow men to 
the deleterious, the dolorous effects of poisons, 
both mineral ami vegetable, in theii administra- 
tion to the afflicted under the specious yet false ti- 
tle of medicines.

Be it enacted by the Senate and Ho :-e 
of Representatives of the United States 
of America in Congress assembled , That 
when nnv officer, non-commissioned offi- 
cer, musician or private of the militia, 
including rangers, sea feucibles, and vol- 
unteers, shall have died while iu t lie ser- 
vice of the U. States, since the twentieth 
of April, eighteen hundred and eighteen 
or who shall have died in consequence 
of a wound received whilst in the ser- 
vice, since the day aforesaid, and shall 
have left a widow, or, if no widow , a 
child or children under sixteen years of 
age, such widow, or, if no widow, such 
child or children, shall be entitled to re- 
ceive half the monthly pay to which the 
deceased was entitled at the lime of his 
death or receiving such wound, for and, 
during the term of five years; and in 
case of death or marriage of said widow 
before the expiration of said five years, 
the half pay for the remainder o( the 
time shall go to the said decedent: 
Provided That the half pay aforesaid 
shall be half the monthly pay of the 
officers, non-commissioned officers, mu- 
sicians, and privates of the infantry of 
the regular army, and no more. Pro- 
vided. , also , That ne greater sum shall 
be allowed to the widow, or the child 
or children of any officer than the 
half pay of a lieutenant colonel. 

Section 2. And be it further enacted , 
That if any officer, non-commissioned 
officer, musician, soldier, Indian spy, 
mariner or marine, whose services du- 
ring the revolutionary war was such 
as is specified in the act passed the 1 
seventh day of June eighteen hundred 
and thirty-two, entitled “An act sup- 
plementary to the act for the relief of 
certain surviving officers and soldiers 
of the revolution,” have died since the 
fourth day of March eighteen hundred 
and thirty-one, and before the date of 
said act, the amount of pension which 
would have accrued from the fourth 
day of March, eighteen hundred and 
thirty one, to the time of his death, 
and become payable to him by virtue 
of that act, if he had survived I he pas- 
sage thereof, shall lie paid to his wid- 
ow; and if he left no widow, to Ids 
children, in the manner prescribed in 
the act hereby amended .

clearly shown in what company and re- 
giment or corps he served, and the grade 
he held. Such proof must be had, either, 
from the records of the War Depart- 
ment, the muster rolls, the testimony of j 
commissioned officers, or the affidavits of j 
persons of known respectability, from 
similar sources evidence must he derived j 
as to ihe period and cause of the death 
of the officer and soldier. 

2. The legality of the marriage, the] 
name of the widow, with those of her 
children, who may have been under six- 

been years of age on the time of the fa- 
ther’s decease, with the State or 1 erri- 
tory and county in which she and they 

I reside, should he established. The le- 
gality of the marriage may he ascertain- 
ed bv the certificate of the clergyman 
who joined them in wedlock, or the testi- 
mony of respectable persons having 
knowledge of « he fact.

9. Appiiqmtla unable to appear in 
court hv reason of bodily - infirmity , may

Certain reports having been circulated prejudi- 
cial to the moral character of the Rev. Edward 
McMahon, and calculated to injure that highly 
respectable and useful institution in this city, con- 
ducted by the Sisters of Chaiity, the undersigned 
visited the school to learn what foundation there 
was for said reports; they had known Mr. McM<\- 
hon intimately forseveial years, and had always 
considered him a pious Christian, and a most ex- 
cellent man, and two of us had been patrons of 
the institution, and they are gratified to say, that 
in the investigation of the facts that gave rise to

; ing was heard calculated to weaken, in theslighlest 
degree, our entire and unqualified confidence in 
j the purity of his life at a mail or a Christian, and 
j in the institution. 

/Te had a privet* and unreserved interview 
with the females of tho school, and learnt the fol- 
lowing facts fiom them; That on the evening of 
tne 21 st inst. the female boarders at the school, 
who numbered about thirty, and occupied two up- 
per rooms in the dormitory, were about retiring to 
bed , having in the room a lighted lamp; two 
small girls about 7 and 10 years of aga were in 
the lower room with one of the Sisters, having al 
so a light. The sister left the room for a few mo* 
rneuts, v hen some one came to the door, which 
was unlocked, and knocked loudly at it, and then 
knocked loudly at the window shutter. The lit- 
tle gir[s ran up stairs and told what they had 
heard, — some of the younger girls commenced 
screaming, which became contagious, and seuernl 
of them screamed and upset tha lamp. This oc- 
cuired about eight o’clock in the evening, some 
twenty yards from the main dwelling occupied by 
the sisters, in a populous part of the city, where 
the screams of a single female would bring hun- 
dreds to her assistance in a few moments . Mr. 
McMahon at the time, wasjjengaged at vespers, or 
evening service in the community in a different 
house . All the girls, who are of tarious ages, 
from six to siStean, declared piomptly and indig- 
nantly, that nothing occurred to create the slight- 
est suspicion that Mi. McMahon had any agency 
in the alarm. They expressed the opinion, in 
which we fully concur, that the knocking was the 
work of some mischievous boy, black or while, 
who wished to amuse himself by alarming them, 
the yard being thrown open to the street, by the 
buildings of the church now in progress. The fore- 
goiug are literally all the facts that have given 
rise to the reports unfavorable to JV/r. McMahon.
